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Barnett Defies U,S 
Skips Court Hearing 


NEW ORLEANS lUPD— Gov. 
Ross Barnett today again defied 
a federal court by refusing to ap­ 
pear and explain why he should 
not be held in contempt for block­ 
ing the admission of a Negro to 
the University of Mississippi. 


The U.S. Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals immediately began de­ 
liberations on what. to do about 
the Mississippi governor who re­ 
fused to enroll Jam es H. Meie- 
dith, 29-year-old Negro, in the 
university. 


Eight of the nine members ol 
the circuit court were on the 
bench. The absent member was 
Judge Ben. F. Cameron who was 
ill, Cameron also was the only 
member absent last week when 
the court ordered Meredith ad­ 
mitted to the university by school 
officials. 


Barnett sent a formidable bat 
tery of lawyers into court to rep­ 
resent him, headed by John C. 
Satterfield, former president of 
the American Bar Association. 


“Gov. Barnett is not in court,” 
Satterfield advised the judges. 
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Good 
Evening! 
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Sun mighty welcome. 


Meredith attended the hearing, 
accompanied by attorneys Con­ 
stance Baker Motley and Jack 
Greenberg of the Nation! Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People (NAACP).

A large crowd gathered for the 
historic court 
hearing.

Barnett was believed to have 
remained in Jackson where he is 
reported to have spent the night. 
The court ordered Barnett to 
appear to show cause why he 
should not be held in contempt 
for blocking M ercuth’s entrance 
to the university. 
For the last four days Barnett’s

Barnett had on three previous 
occasions turned away the 29- 
year-old Air Force veteran.

The cavalcade was about 30 
miles north of here when it re­ 
ceived word from the federal gov­ 
ernment of the reception awaiting 
it. It was then — at about 7:45 
p.m., EDT — that the Justice De­ 
partment called off the attempt, 
apparently fearing for Meredith's 
life. 


More than 700 U.S. marshals 
were assembling in Memphis to- 
day in a scene reminiscent of 
May and June, 1960, when they 
were sent into Alabama to quell 
violence caused by “ freedom ri­ 
der” riots in Montgomery anJ 
other cities.

Police late this morning were 
checking both Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey educational depart­ 
ments to ascertain the location of 
the high school in order to make 
positive identification. 


Blackmon told police he didn’t 
see anyone in front of him as he 
was driving south on Route 13 
toward the bridge on his way to 
work at the New York Shipbuild­ 
ing Co. in Camden, N J.

mon’s car was on the left side 
of the hood while the pedestrian 
was hit on the right side of his 
body.
